Dutch aeroplane inventor, who is now 
in England securing designs and plans 
which he will use in his work in fur- 
thering military and commercial avi- 
ation in the United States. 
Aeroplane services crossing the At- 
lantic five or six timer a day, and 
aeroplanes capable of destroying en- 
tire cities in a fe.v hours are the pre- 
dictions which Fokker makes 
"The aeroplane of the future de- 


pends almost entirely on motor and 
fuel development," Fokker s?.\s. 
"If 
this continues at the same rate of 
progress we shall very shortly have 
completely noiseless machines racing 
every twenty minutes as .regularly as 
the modern tram m all directions " 
"The actual size and speed of the 
machines will not increase so enor- 
nrymsly as 
the 
numbers employed. 


Some 120 miles per hour, with a range 
of sexeral hundreds of mites, will be 
the standard model for commercial 
purposes during the next ten years 
'•Passenger machines will not, in 
the immediate future, hold more than

1 The Danville tobacco market will 
act open earlier than October 2nd. 
Hope to start the new aeason at least 
two weeks earlier than the opening 
date set by the Dnnvllle Tobacco As- 
sociation at Its annual session lasti 
June 
went glimmering 
yesterday 
when a conference was held at the 
Chamber of Commerce this being par- 
ticipated In by members of th« To- 
bacco Association, local warehouse- 
men, the Retail Merchants Associa- 
'tlon and the Chamber of Commerce 
to hear the answers to letters sent by 
W. P. Boatwrlght, president of the 
last named organization to the larger 
buying companies. 
•• 
' The two largest companies, the 
'American Tobacco Company and the 
Export Leaf Tobacco Company found 
.It impossible, to change the arrange- 
ments which they had already made 
;and it was considered highly unwise 
•to open the market before the buy- 
• ers of these companies which take in 
such a vast amount of the annual 
. Old Belt crop can be here. The same 
was true o£ several of the other large 
'Independent buying firms. It seems 
'that the companies lay their plans 
-•early in- the summer and dispose of 
-' their personnel so that when the mar- 
kets In the various belts shall be cOv- 
; ered when the seasons open. To bring 
buyers to Danville earlier than Oc- 
tober 2nd would mean a complete re- 
vision of these plans. As to secur- 
ing additional corps of buyers for the 
extra two weeks this could hirdly be 
accomplished. 
While _the crop is earlier this year, 


and some of the surrounding markets 


• are opening from a week to ten days 
earlier than thg date set for the open- 
ing of the local market, it was de- 
cided yesterday that It was not in the 
interest of. farmers to open the mar- 


' ket before a full corps of buyers could 
, be on the market. Experience of oth- 
• er years has shown that the local of- 
• ferlngs of tobacco did not bring the 
Lbest, .prices until representatives of all 
•Ttbe larger companies were 
on 
the 


. market in full force. 
As offerings before that date would 


' be sold at something of a sacrifice, it 
was decided to adhere to the usual 
date. 
Ii i.s possible that some of 


• the largest buyers of Old Belt tobac- 
co will not be on any of the Old Belt 
markets until the first of October, and 
. the representatives at the conference 
decided that it would be a mistake to 
open the Danville market until it could 
be opened under circumstances-where- 
by the interest of the producers of to-, 
bacco would be protected. 
.*sjrhe warehousemen appear to have 
-been, anxious for an earlier opening 
.tmt only on* the condition that the 
large companies are fully represented 
at the opening- 
Present indications 
point to the season being startd off 
in the auction "warehouses with prices 
as high as competition can 
make 
them, hence .the desire particularly 
for the big companies to be on hand. 
The Growers Association which has 
leased two warehouses in Danville 
has not set a date for the acceptance 
of first deliveries but this is expected 
to be seen a week or two after the 
auction market has been started.

room 27 A friend of Mrs. Coan. Mrs. 
L. B. etamore, of Lexington, was as- 
signed to stateromo 29 with Sirs. F. 
C. Bass, of ,Brooklyn. 
In order to 
make room for Mrs. Detamore in his 
wife's room, Mr. Coan requested that 
he be given another room Consequent- 
ly, he was transferred to a berth in 
stateroom 72, which had been engaged 
by Mr. Moon. 
Baggage Still in Room 


When 
Detectives Xowitzky 
and 


Burch boarded the Jefferson yester- 
day at noon after Mr. Moon's disap- 
pe.. "nee had been reported to the po- 
lice by Captain Guy E. Horsley, in 
command of the ship, they found in 
Stateroom 72 two black handbags, one 
of them bearing Mr. Moon's initials 
and the other a. tag with his wife's 
name written on it. Suspended from 
the hooks on the door -were the miss- 
ing man's coat, vest, top shirt, collar 
and necktie. In the vest pocket was 
a gold watch bearing the initial "M," 
and a gold chain and a gold penknife 
with the initials "E. H. M." engraved 
on them. 
In the room also was found a straw 
hat 
Apparently it did not belong- to 


Mr. Moon, as an imprint of tHe initials 
"D. H. C-, was dlsoernable off the in- 
side, the pasted-in initials having- been 
torn out. A golf ball, a number of golf 
score cards and other personal ecects 
were found in the room. 
Both bunks in the stateroom, ac- 


cording to Detective Xowitzky, bore 
evidence of having been occupied, but 
the roo mwas not in disarray. There 
was no indication of a struggle of any 
sort having taken place in the room. 
Coan Had Xjeft Boat 


Mr. Coan and his wife and Mrs. 


Detamore had left the boat when the 
police arrived, and all efforts of the 
police to locate them in Norfolk last 
night proved fruitless. Everv hoetl in 
the city was visited by detectives in 
quest of them, but there wa« no trace 
of them to be found. Efforts to reach 
them in Lexington were equally dis- 
couraging.

The outstanding need at the pres- 
ent time is for machinery of concilia- 
tion such as was suggested by the In- 
dustrial conference of March, 1920, to- 
gether with more information as to 
the facts beneath the controversies. 


Because of the absence of machmery 


engaged in a. constant fetudy of mdus- 
enough to step in and act wisely in 
try there are few people competent 
getting the opposing sides together, 
and because of the absence of authori- 
tative information the public has lit- 
tle opportunity to arrive-at a unanU 
mity of opinion, or^to express itself in- 
telligently for settlement.

short of a comnrehensive and continu- 
ous fact-finding and 
face-reporting 


agency is sufficient. 
At most it is impossible to look for 


complete industrial peace. There never 
has 9r never will be such a state of 
affairs, since capital and labor ore 
both struggling for larger slices of 
the national income. 
The strike, 


therefore, will continue until labor 
can find some device which it believes 
will produce -better results. Our aim 
should be to reduce strikes to a mini- 
mum and not to forbid them. 
There are those who believe in the 


adoption of the principle of the Kan- 
sas or Industrial Relations. I am not 
one of them. Compulsion is a prin- 
ciple of limited usefulness, in any case, 
and especially compulsion by a court 
is not a device -which tends toward 
peace with labor. Applied in the in- 
dustrial states of the north and east. 
the Kansas principle might lead to 
increasing conflict with the authori- 
ty of the state openly defied by labor. 


FAVORS ARBITRATION 


(By DR. W. M. W. SPLAWX,) 
Professor ot Economics, University of 


Texas. 


Continuous arbitration seems to me 
to be the most promising sustitute for 
the strike. It means that, in a given 
industry a committee as impartial and 
as competent as can be had would sit 
from day to day ready to hear and 
decide any differences betwten em- 
ployers and employes which- they 
themsei\-es had failed to adjust. It is 
desirable that the machinery for con- 
tinuous arbitration shall be set up 
through the voluntary action of em- 
ployers and employes and without sug- 
gestions or interference by the gov- 
ernment, as has been done by agree- 
ment etween the clothSng manufac- 
turers and the amalgamated clothing 
w orkers.

Fuel Shortage 


Will Not Affect 


Many of Milk 


CHARLOTTE. N. C.» Au». 80.— 


WhllA th« possibility of an enforced 
•hut-4own of many textile mill* In 
the Carolina* within the next two or 
three w««k« loom* larger dally, moat 
of the mill* In the Piedmont iiections 
of the two states operate exclusively 
on hydro-electric power and therefore 
are not menaced by the growing scar- 
olty of fuel, according to men famil 
iar with the situation. 
Many of the mills operated by hy- 
dro-electric power use some coal, but 
comparatively little, it Is pointed out. 
Of this class Is the Chadwlck-Hoskinfl 
company's large chain of mills. 
E. 
C. Dwelle, secretary of this company, 
said to«ight that their plants have 
enough coal on'hand to last only two 
or three weeks.- According to Win- 
ston K. Adanis, secretary of the Am- 
erican Cotton Manufacturers associa- 
tion, this condition IB typical of that 
of th« electrically driven mills of this 
section generally. 
It waa said by these officials that 
virtually no coal is being received by 
any mills in this section and unless 
the Situation Is relieved somewhat in 
the next week or two curtailment of 
operation on th# part of many mills 
will be necessary. Only one mill, the 
Lancaster cotton mills, of Lancaster, 
S. C., this far has been, reported clos- 
ed on account of the coal shortage. 
This company employes around 1.500 
workers. It closed Saturday. 
It Vas pointed out that of the 1,000 
or more textile rlants of all kinds 
in the two Carolines, 343, mostly in 
the piedmont sections, use hydro-elec- 
tric power exclusively, while 295 use 
steam power only, and 262 use both 
electric and steam power, according 
to the latest livailablfe statistics. 


No" general shut-down of electrical- 
ly driven plants is expected, according 
to local textile workers.
